WASHINGTON

I hav e often heard that “an ex ­ 
ception prov es a ru le,” and it was 
su ch an ex ception that cau sed me 
to v ote to recommit to the Hou se 
Committee on Armed Serv ices the 
proposed Univ ersal Military T rain­ 
ing legislation, which action, in 
all probability , will resu lt in no 
fu rther effort du ring this session 
of Congress to pass a UMT bill. 
The chairman of the Armed Serv ­ 
ices Committee has said he does 
not intend to bring it u p again. 
Prior to the v ote it had been my 
intention to v ote against any mo­ 
tion to “recommitt” in the hope 
Members cou ld face the 
issu e 
sq u arely . It is dou btfu l if any piece 
of major legislation, at least in re­ 
cent y ears, was ev er more “snarled 
u p” in a more u npredictable m an­ 
ner than was this bill. 
Not only did the Hou se com­ 
pletely rev erse "itself within a few 
minu tes of time by 
refu sing to 
adopt on a roll-call v ote an a- 
m endm ent which it had prev iou sly 
approv ed on a teller v ote in the 
Committee of the Whole, bu t by so 
doing left itself in the position of 
either v oting on a bill which ev en 
the 
most ardent 
proponents of 
UMT cou ld not endorse, or recom­ 
mitting the bill back to the Com- 
mitte on Armed Serv ices for fu r­ 
ther stu dy . 
Unless a person is q u ite 'amiJiar 
with the parliamentary procedu re 
in the Hou se o.f Representativ es, it 
wou ld be almost impossible to u n­ 
derstand the complicated and con­ 
fu sing situ ations which presented 
themselv es du ring the 6 to 7 hou rs 
that the bill was before tne Hou se. 
In fact, as a resu lt of the u nu su al 
situ ations which dev eloped on this 
occasion, su ggestions hav e been 
made relativ e to 
amending the 
ru les of the Hou se in order to av iod 
a possible repetition of su cn cir­ 
cu mstances. 
Despite the fact that there were 
two record, roll-call v otes, neither 
of these cou ld be said to be clear­ 
ly or definitely indicativ e of the 
v iews of the Members relativ e to 
their position on Univ ersal Militaiy 
Training. 
When the Hou se met on Tu esday , 
March 4, to begin consideration of 
the bill, 402 of the 435 Members 
were present. No other 
bu siness 
had been schedu led for the re­ 
mainder of the week and most peo- 
j pie were of the opinion that the 


j final v ote wou ld not be reached be- 
I fore Thu rsday . The first v ote was 
| on a preferential motion designed 
to test the strength of both sides, 
and if the opponents of UMT were 


in the majority , to dispose of the 
bill in short order with the mini­ 
mu m amou nt of 
ceremony . This 
priv ileged motion to strik e ou t 
the enacting clau se, which wou ld 
hav e had the practical effect of 
k illing the bill, was su bject to only 
fiv e minu tes of debate on each 
side, followed by a teller v ote 
which resu lted in 167 ay es and 196 
noes, and the motion lost. 
The chairman of the committee 
then proceeded to offer the first 
of a series of “softening” am end­ 
ments which wou ld hav e the effect 
of terminating UMT on Ju ly 1, 
19 58 ,and wou ld hav e prov ided 
that it wou ld not tak e effect u ntil 
indu ctions 
u nder 
the 
Selectiv e 
Serv ice Act had ceased. 
This 
amendment, as amended by more 
specific langu age, was adopted by 
a v ote of 126 to 19. 
Shortly thereafter, an am end­ 
ment in the form of a su bstitu te 
for the 
entire 
committee 
bill 
(which had not y et been perfected) 
was offered by Congressman Bu r­ 
leson from Tex as who proposed 
that the UMT program be carried 
on in colleges and u niv ersities u n­ 
der a plan similar to the precent 
ROTC program. 
Nex t, was a su bstitu te amend­ 
ment for the Bu rleson amendent, 
by 
Congressman 
Brown son 
of 
Indiana, who 
offered a 
similar 
proposal ex cept that it wou ld hav e 
the training carried on in the high 
schools of the nation and to in­ 
clu de all male members of the 
Ju nior and senior classes. 
The 
v ote on 
the 
Brownson 
amendm ent carried on a 
teller 
v ote by 133 to 128 , and the nex t 
v ote on the Bu rleson amendment, 
as amended by the Brownson pro­ 
posal, carried in the Committee o.f 
the Whole by a v ote of 150 to 145, 
and it was u pon this proposal that 
the v ote occu rred when the Com­ 
mittee of the Whole was dissolv ed 
and the bill reported back to the 
Hou se. 
Contrary to the action tak en in 
the 
Committee of the 
Whole 
where there can be no record v ote, 


the Hou se, on a roll call, proceed­ 
ed to tu rn 
down the 
Bu rleson 
amendment by a v ote of 155 to 235. 
(Note 95 more v otes than in the 
Committee of the Whole.) This 
action left the Hou se in the po­ 
sition of hav ing before it the Nil 
as originally introdu ced and w ith­ 
ou t hav ing had any opportu nity to 
act on the more than 70 committee 
amendments which had been pro­ 
posed to the bill, 
and many of 
which were necessary for per­ 
fection. 
For instance, the bill as original­ 
ly introdu ced omitted from the 
proposed oath the words “that I 
will u phold the Constitu tion of the 
United States.” Fu rthermore, the 
bill as originally introdu ced and 
withou t the committee amendment 
wou ld hav e 
m ade 
the bill 
ap­ 
plicable to y ou ng women as well 
as to y ou ng men. I hav e not had 
a satisfactory ex planation why the 
committee did not 
reintrodu ce 
w hat u su ally term ed a “clean bill” 
(a bill rewritten to inclu de am end­ 


ments. adopted by the committee) 
instead of bringing to the floor the 
original bill with su ch a large 
nu mber of proposed am endm ents 
which it apparently believ ed were 
necessary . Howev er, this was one 
of the things which 
complicated 
the action, and which brou ght a- 
bou t mu ch of the confu sion.

REPORT FROM 
WASHINGTON

I have often heard that “an ex­ 
ception proves a rule,” and it was 
such an exception that caused me 
to vote to recommit to the House 
Committee on Armed Services the 
proposed Universal Military Train­ 
ing legislation, which action, in 
all probability, will result in no 
further effort during this session 
of Congress to pass a UMT bill. 
The chairman of the Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee has said he does 
not intend to biing it up again. 
Prior to the vote it had been my 
intention to vote against any mo­ 
tion to “recommitt” in the hope 
Members could face the 
issue 
squarely. It is doubtful if any piece 
of m ajor legislation, at least in re­ 
cent years, was ever more “snarled 
up” in a more unpredictable m an­ 
ner than was this bill. 
Not only did the House com­ 
pletely reverse itself within a few 
minutes of time by 
refusing to 
adopt on a roll-call vote an a- 
mendment which it had previously 
approved on a teller vote in the
